This  rending  shows  the  proposed  com¬ 
munity  gazebo.  The  gazebo  will  be  built 
on  the  existing  underuse  splash  pad 
and  will  serve  as  a  space  for  events 
and  gatherings.  An  over-head  pergola 
pathway  with  new  paved  sidewalks  on 
the  north  side  will  lead  pedestrian  into 
the  north  entrance.  The  pergola  walk¬ 
way  helps  to  create  a  seperation  be¬ 
tween  park  and  street  space.

The  proposal  for  this  location  is  to  develop  a 
basketball  court.  This  will  have  an  increase  of  mix  use 
activities  within  the  park.  Repave  the  existing  roads  and  add 
night  lights  to  make  a  more  pedestrian  friendly  access
